It is. not so very long ago lhat somo ambitious, individuals "who 


nspireo! i.o- municipal offices in this city sought election 
successfully 


liy persistently condemning what they termed the extravagance of their 
jtredecessors and promising a 'regime of rigid economy. 
The Lowell 


public was carried away by the fine promises and put fhe preachers of 
economy and. good order at i\\e head of affairs. 
Since then, Lowell has 


been eei'ved'-with a peculiar .brand of .economy, the essence of which 
seems; to'be lhat Ihe city should do nolliing which would involve (he 
e.\pendifure of money. 
There are indications that the • folly of our 


recent municipal regime is'being recognized at city hall, and it is cer- 
tain that it is being understood very plainly by tho citizens as a whole. 


Economy is n very splendid thing and a very necessary virtue in 


municipal administration—when, it is real. 
But when money is appropri- 


ated unsparingly for department purposes, when no attempt is mado at 
an efficient saving in administration, when (he game of pi'aciienl politics 
is played through ihe instrumentality'of the public treasury, when the 
tax rate is boosted to an alarming figure, and when, on the other hand, 
no improvement is made because it is alleged "we can't afford it," one 
may bs pardoned for thinking (hat what was'oalled economy has proved' 
merely a choice blend of insincerity and. inefficiency/ 


We have just learned in our lasting loss the danger, of smug com- 


placency in municipal conditions. 
Oiie of our finest buildings suddenly 


took fire and in it were destroyed irreplaceable- relics and records, 
though the tragedy was undreamed of by the average citizen. Fires nre 
liable to happen and will happen in-the most careful communities, .but 
we have been shown in this instance that official wamings had been 
given and grossly disregarded. 
The lesson is valuable in indicating 


v.'hat Lowell must do in other lines unless we are to steadily deteriorate 
and lose our. wavering place among tho foremost cities of New England. 


Take the problem of our high school inadequacy, for instance. 
Who 


is there ill Lowell that does not know of the lifter lack .of proper ac'com- 
modaliqn'? 
Every-wise student of public, affairs knows-that sooner or 


later''Lowell must build a new high school or enlarge the • present 
structure.' 'Wheii is it to ba done? Wo are told that at present we can- 
not afford if. In lhat sense, can we ever afford it? 
Every year makes 


the need more imperative, and every year of delay will make the final 
activity more costly, but this is a time of "economy" and we must not 
think'of building'n high school. 'Mre prevention at Memorial hall would 
nlso have been costly and so it was abandoned until too late. But how 
costly has the neglect proved? 
The same is true of our vocational 


School'sif'ual ion, neglect of which may in a short time prove a costly 
neglect indeed, for which no degree of "economy" will be taken as suf- 
ficient excuse.

How about our contagions hospital? 
Can we afford that, or can 


iye any- longer afford to ignore the state demands^ 
Lowsll is branded 


in health circles as the "blot on the map" .for its flagrant disregard of 
the law relative to contagious, hospital, and still we are talking much and 
doing little or nothing. 
We arc standing still and the city that stands 


still is deteriorating. It is about time that the Lowell public asked itself 
it'.itjs-'..wise to Jet any administration oppose.-mimicipal progress and, 
shield glaring inefflOicn'ey and lack of initiative under the cloak of 
economy:

short, time be pushed out of the running and into bankruptcy. No busi- 
ness, public or private, can thrive if it decides that it must not spend 
money :for heeded improvements' and tries to get along in a drowsy 
routine fashion, lagging behind while competing companies or cities pass 


s ahead. If we are to show signs of life we must abandon the do-nothing 
fSipplicy which has crippled us for some time past and do those things that 


other cities are doing all around us and that all our people recognize as 
being essential to Lowell prosperity. We have .mentioned'only a few but 
the.spirit that has prevented their accomplishment is Ihe spirit that has 


jfe: practically paralyzed all constructive effort since we became wastefully 
fai?;I.

The statement issued by the -\nti- 


Soloon league is the most sensational 
e\er made by-it, and calls on all tem- 
perance Torres to unite to fight for na- 
tional prohibition as the only monns of 
rdefc-nce aj?alnst the liquor Interests, 
ind the only method of stopping the 
tremendous increase in drunkenness in 
this state.

shipping. These see therein new evi- 
dence of the friendly feelings of 
the 


Amc-rlcan government toward the Ger- 
man government which are fully re- 


rocated by Germany. 
"It is In accordance with Germany's 


wishes, also, to have maritime war 
onducted according to 
rules 
which 


without 
dlscrlmlnatorily 
restricting 


me or the other of 
the 
belligerent 


lowers In the use of their means of 
varfare. are equally considerate of the 
nlerests of neutrals and 
the dictates 


Jf humanity. Consequently it was In- 
.imated inttha German noto of the 16th 
nstant "(February) that observation of 
he declaration of London on the part 
of Germany's adversaries would create 
a new situation from which the Ger- 
nan governments would gladly draw 
he proper conclusions. 


"Proceeding from this view, the Ger- 


nan government have corefully exam- 
ned tho suggestion of the American 
government 
and 
believe 
that 
they 


can actually see in it a suitable basis 
or the practical solution of the ques- 
ions which have arisen.

marines to attack mercantile or any 
flag except when necessary to enforce 
the right of visit and search. Should 
the enemy nationality of the vessel or 
the presence of contraband be ascer- 
tained submarines would proceed In ac- 
cordance with lha general rules of In- 
ternational law.' 


"Third: As provided in the American 


note this restriction In the use of Mili- 
marlnes is contingent on the fact that 
enemy merchant ships 
abstain 
from 


the use of the. neutral flag and other 
neutral 
distinctive marks. It would 


appear to be a., matter of course tlial 
such'mercantile vessels also 
abstain 


from arming themselves and from all 
resistance by force, since such proced-

"Fourth: 
The regulation of legiti- 


mate Importations of

Eea but that would on the other hand 
include Indirect importations by. way 
of neutral ports. The German govern- 
ment would, therefore, be willing to

stuffs solely b>- the noncombalant pop- 
ulation would be guaranteed. The im- 
perial government must, however, in 
addition, emphasize having

merits of the debate. I .do not know. 
Rut I was interested to rtnd that the 
three arguments niado against woman 
suffrage were the same three proposi-

only prevent their progress, but would 
put them back to the low level from 
which they have struggled. Tha! was 
a remarkable proposition: f.ut I think 
I also argued that, 40 years ago. Tho 
third proposition was that if women 
have the right of stifii*age they will 
not attend to their business at home. 
Those arguments sounded prc'ty well 
years ago: hut they dn not sound s. 


well today. There ore 21 states where 
women have partial nr full 
suffrage, 


and In 11 of them they have, full suf- 
frage.

no improvement is made because it is alleged "we can't afford it," one 
may be pardoned for thinking that what was called economy has proved 
merely a choice blend of insincerity .and inefficiency, 


\Ve have just jearncd in our lasling loss the danger of smug com- 


placency in municipal conditions. 
One of our finest buildings suddenly 


took.'fire and in it were destroyed irreplaceable relics and records, 
though the tragedy was undreamed of by tho average citizen. Fires are 
liable to happen aud will happen in the most careful communities, but 
wo have been shown in this instance that official warnings had been 
given and grossly disregarded. 
The lesson is valuable in indicating 


what LoTvcll must do in other lines unless we are to steadily deteriorate 
and lose our wavering place among tho foremost cities of New lingland. 


Take'the problem of our high school inadequacy, for instance. Who 


it there in Lowell that does not know of tho utter lack of proper accom- 
modation? 
Every wise student of public affairs knows that sooner qr 


later Lowell must build a now high school or enlarge the present 
structure. 
When is it to be done? We are told that at present wo can- 


not afford it. In that sense, can .we ever afford it? 
Every year makes 


the need more imperative, and every year of delay -will make the final 
activity more costly, but tins is a time o£ "economy" and we must not 
think of'building a high school. Fire prevention at Memorial hall would 
iilso have been costly and so it was abandoned until too late. But how 
costly has the neglect proved? 
The same is .true of our vocational 


'school situation,'neglect of' which-m'ay in a short time prove a costly 
neglect indeed, for which no degree of "economy" will be taken as suf- 
ficient excuse. 


How about our contagions hospital! 
Can we afford that, or can 


ue any longer afford to ignore the state demands? 
Lowell is branded 


in health circles as the "blot on the map" for its'flagrant disregard of 
the law relative to contagious hospital, and still we are talking much and 
doing little or nothing. 
We are standing still and the city that stands 


still is deteriorating. It is about tlma that the Lowell public asked itself 
it it is wise to let auy administration oppose municipal progress and 
shield glaring inefficiency and' lack of initiative under the cloak of 
.economy. '

33,000 CASES OF TRACHOMA 


U. S. Public Health Service Investiga- 


tion of its Prevalence in 
Eastern 


Kentucky 
The U. S. Public Health service cs- 


imates that 33,000 cases of trachoma 
exist In the mountain section of Ken- 
tucky alone, according to a report is- 
sued today. Seven counties in 1912 
showed 12^ per cent of the population 
to be suffering from this communica- 
ble eye disease, formerly considered as 
a foreign ailment not existing to any 
extent in the United States. This dis- 
covery led the Public Health service 
to make further studies of the preva- 
lence of the disease and In a recent 
survey of twenty-three counties, 18,016 
persons were examined, of whom 1,280 
or over 7 per cent, were found afflict- 
ed with this multilatlng eye disease. 
In some of these counties the percen- 
tage found infected was as high as 
26.4 per cent, while in others It fell to 
J per cent. The majority of those ex- 
amined were school children and the 
findings may be taken as representing 
fairly 
accurately 
conditions 
among 


adults. Almost all of those examined 
were, whites, ns the negro population 
is very small In the mountain section 
of Kentucky. Inasmuch as the bulk 
of the population in 
these 
counties 


comes from old American stock, for- 
eign immigration cannot be blamed 
for the prevalence 
of 
the 
disease. 


The U. S. Public Health service re- 
gards its estimate of 33,000 cases in 
31 mountain counties as conservative, 
though approximate, and has 
estab- 


lished hospitals at various points for 
the treatment of the disease and the 
education of the general public as to 
the 
means of 
its 
prevention. Tra- 


choma undoubtedly • exists 
in 
many 


other places in this country. 
It is cer- 


tainly widespread among the Indian 
tribes and the Public Health service 
Is endeavoring to eradicate the dis- 
ease and prevent Its spread.

hold will llnd It advantageous to eat 
more potatoes and less bread. With

cents worth—or ten pounds—wilL'giv». 
the consumer a little 
more 
actual 


nourishment than 
two 
one-pound 


oaves of bread at five cents each. 
The protein and fat arc present In . 
appreciably 
larger amounts In the 


bread, hut the potatoes will be found 
to furnish 'more carbohydrates, 
and 


more heal units. 


Carbohydrates 
(starch) 
contribute 


greatly to the energy value of any diet 
and since potatoes are ricli in these, 
families that wish to 
expend 
their 


money lo the best advantage are rec- 
ommended to consider whether they 
cannot make a more extended use of 
them. They are easy to 
cook 
and 


when prepared In different ways can 
be made to lend variety to Ihe winter 
diet when green vegetables arc hard 
to obtain. 
Like other foods relatively 


rich in carbohydrates, however, pota- 
toes should be eaten with foods corre- 
spondingly rich in protein, such as 
milk, meat. eggs. etc.. and with foods 
like butter, cream and meat fat to 
supply the fat that the body needs. 


Under normal conditions in Ktiropo 


and America the potato ranks next 
to bread as a carbohydrate food.

prices change sufficiently to make it 
desirable from a 
financial -point of 


view there Is no scientific, reason why 
potatoes should not he substituted to 
a great extent for bread.
